1. SENATE VOTES OVERSEAS TROOP CUT 

THE SENATE VOTED 48-36 LAST NIGHT IN FAVOR OF A MEASURE

OF 1 10,000 GROUND AND AIR FORCES BY DECEMBER 31, 1975, 

FROM AMONG THE 471,000 TOTAL PRESENTLY STATIONED ABROAD. 
DURING THE FIRST YEAR OF THE TWENTY-THREE PERCENT CUT, 

40,000 OF THE 1 10,000 WOULD BE WITHDRAWN. (UNCLASSIFIED)

COUNTERPART ON SEPTEMBER 25 OFFERING TO WITHDRAW BRITISH 
FRIGATES FROM ICELANDIC WATERS BETWEEN THE 12 TO 50 MILE 
LIMIT FOR A TWO- WEEK PERIOD IN RETURN FOR ICELAND'S AS- 
SURANCE THAT THERE WOULD BE NO HARASSMENT OF BRITISH 
TRAWLERS FISHING WITHIN THE 12-50 MILE ZONE. TALKS 
WOULD THEN BE RESUMED ON A CATCH LIMITATION, WITH THE 50 
MILE LIMIT ISSUE BEING DEFERRED UNTIL THE 1974 LAW OF
